War of Nerves 


The governor of Ohio, Michael V. Di- 
Salle, last week opened the way for a 
first-class war of nerves between the man- 
agements of Latonia, in northern Ken- 
tucky, and River Downs, near Cincinnati. 

The chief executive signed 2 major 
horse-racing bills, the first allowing one 
track to transfer its dates to another lo- 
cated within 50 miles of it, and the second 
permitting a racing association to lease its 
facilities for a second 44-day meeting, pro- 
vided that the county in which the track 
is located has a population of at least 
700,00. 

It had been reported that the manage- 
ment of Cranwood Park, at Cleveland, 
wished to use its dates for a meeting at 
ThistleDown, and this would be possible 
under the terms of the legislation. Latonia 
would have little interest in this maneuver, 
but should River Downs take advantage of 
the second racing measure to lease its 
plant to a group which would operate in 
competition with Latonia—well, that is 
something else again. 

Racing interests in Ohio have had their 
backs up about the Latonia track ever 
since the late Harry Reid Jr. started pro- 
moting it back in January, 1956. Cincin- 
nati morchants saw greenbacks leaving 
the state, never to return, the 
Ohio State Racing Commission looked 


upon the competition as depressing the 
quality of the sport. In 1957 legislation 
enabling River Downs to double its 44- 
day season was proposed, only to be killed 
by up-state lawmakers, but when essen- 
tially the same measure was introduced 
this summer it passed with a breeze. 

Anticipating such an eventuality, La- 
tonia president Matt Winn Williamson last 
month proposed that representatives of La- 
tonia and River Downs meet during the 
off-season in an effort to find a “com- 
mon denominator.” The denominator ob- 
viously would be an agreement that River 
Downs would not lease its facilities to any 
organization with designs on competitive 
dates—in Latonia’s case, August 27-Oc- 
tober 8. 


Schapiro Tries for Russians 


John D. Schapiro, president of Laurel 
Race Course, has asked the co-operation 


of Vice President Richard Nixon in ex- 


tending an invitation for a Russian horse 
to compete in the 1959 International. “We 
are hopeful,” he wrote, “that your interest 
in the Washington, D. C., International 
can bring this global racing classic to 
the attention of the proper person or per- 
sons, and that Russia will send its best 
Thoroughbred to compete again at Laurel 
Race Course next November 11th.”

The Blood-Horse 
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Bull Market 


Most of the horsemen who appraised 
the Keeneland catalogue in advance of 
this week’s auctions came to the conclusion 
that the yearlings to be offered, taken as 
a group. were inferior to those sold by 
the Breeders’ Sales Company a year ago. 
Partly because of the defection of several 
important consignors, there was enough 
difference to lead some observers to re- 
mark that the “small horseman,” rather 
than “big money.” would be the most im- 
portant factor in the market. 

Before the first session of selling had 
ended it had become apparent that year- 
lings were selling on the highest market 
in history. Whether the money came from 
the working horseman or from established 
fortunes, it was running freely. 

During the first 4 sessions of selling in 
the pavilion at Keeneland this week, 205 
yearlings sold for $2.519.600; the $12,291 
average for two-thirds of the catalogue 
was higher than the Keeneland record of 
$11,789, established in 1957, when the en- 
tire sale was restricted to 235 head and 
minimum requirements were set at a much 
higher level. The 1959 market bore little 
resemblance to that of last year, when 
the co-operative sales company disposed 
of 357 head at the summer auctions for 
$3.432.600, average $9,615. 

In the Monday and Tuesday sessions 101 
colts brought $1,407,200, average $13,933. 
and 104 fillies brought $1,112.400, aver- 
age $10,696. The comparable averages for 
the entire sale last year were $11.375 and 
$7.374. In the first 4 sessions this year 
were 20 fillies which reached $15,000 in 
the bidding, as against 15 for the entire 
sale in 1958. A dozen colts had gone as 
high as $25,000, only 3 fewer than were 


times so crowded as to make it difficult 
to move about. 

Reno B. Renfrew, owner of Sunnyside 
Farm near Paris, Ky., where he has ac- 
cumulated an excellent small band of 
mares in the last few years, sold 5 head 
for a total of $157,000, averaging $31,400. 
The largest consignment was from an- 
other relatively new venture, racing com- 
missioner Catesby W. Clay’s Runnymede 
Farm, which collected $64,600 for 10 
head. 

Renfrew. who sold his one filly at 
$15.000. got a minimum of $27,000 for 
each of his 4 colts. The highest price of 
the afternoon was the $51,000 paid by 
Olin Gentry, agent. for the colt by Helio- 
scope out of the dam of Summer Tan. 
Sherrill W. Ward, who trained Summer 
Tan, went to $50,000 on this one before 
shaking his head. Two other colts in the 
Renfrew consignment brought the next- 
highest prices of the afternoon, $32,000 
each. 

The session included 25 colts which 
sold for $281.200, average $11,248, and 
26 fillies for $186,900, average $7,188.

Warner L. Jones Jr.’s Olympia colt. the 
only representative of his popular sire 
in the Keeneland sales. brought the top 
price, going to Louisa Carpenter for 
$52,000. Six others in Jones’s 11]-horse 
consignment sold for more than $10.000 
each, and 4 of these brought more than 
$25.000. W. G. (Billy) Reynolds paid 
$45,000, second-highest price of the eve- 
ning, for a Helioscope colt, first foal of 
the excellent runner Blue Rhymer. 

The strong Hurstland Farm consignment 
averaged $16,011 for 9 head, nearly $2,000 
under the farm’s average for 12 head last 
year, when its *Princequillo—Dog Blessed 
colt (Prince Blessed), topped the sales 
at $77,000.

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THE WEEK’S RACING 


ILLINOIS 
Spreading the Wealth 


Cuicaco. Because of a recent amend- 
ment to the so-called Breeders Bill. passed 
in 1957, there wiil be more races—but 
fewer and less lucrative stakes—than 
originally planned for “Illinois bred or 
foaled” horses in 1959 and 1960. 

The Illinois Racing Board last week 
released the purse and stakes schedule 
for this season and next, but what the 
future holds after that is anybody’s guess. 
Two $25,000 stakes are slated for this 
year. a race for 2-year-old colts at Ar- 
lington Park in August and one for fillies 
at Hawthorne in October. In 1960 the pro- 
gram calls for 4 2-year-old stakes worth 
$25.000 each, 2 for colts and 2 for fillies. 
and one $15,000 stakes for 3-year-olds and 
up. In 1958, the first year the program 
was in effect, the two richest stakes were 
the $25.000 Mr. Lincoln, won by Roman 
Colonel. and the $20,000 Miss Illinois. 
won by Flying Josie. 

The original bill provided for 4 races 
a week at each meeting. The special fund 
for home-breds, representing the state’s 
share of taxes on all ninth races. would 
reach a maximum of $500.000 in 1961. 
and advocates of large stakes, including 
Illinois Racing Board chairman Paul 
Serdar. planned 2 $100,000 races annually 
beginning that year. 

Because of the recent amendment, sign- 


ed into law by Gov. William Stratton. 
such rich races seem an impossibility. The 
amendment provides for 2 races a week at 
all meetings. with the purse money to 
come from the special fund. It will be 
possible to run approximately 100 races 
annually, assuming all races fill. and the 
purses for these will not be less than the 
track’s minimum. This will preclude the 
$100,000 races. 

“There’s been a meeting of the minds 
of the racing board members.” Serdar 
said. “We’re all behind this program.” 
Last year the board was split wide open 
on the stakes-value question. 

The 1959 program (total value: $216.- 
000) provides that no race shall be worth 
less than $4,000 on the Chicago circuit 
and $1,500 downstate. All races in 1960. 
when $326,000 will be programmed. will 
be worth $3.000 or more. 

Politics has played a big role in the 
bill from the start. and many breeders 
were not happy with the original bill. 
They believed 28 races were not enough. 
Last winter, when the Illinois legislature 
convened, Sen. Bernard Neistein. of Chi- 
cago, introduced a bill patterned on the 
California plan. The tracks would run 
progressively more races for Illinois-breds 
until in 1964 and thereafter one race a 
day would be carded for horses conceived 
and foaled in the state. As in California. 
purses for these races—many of them con- 
ditioning events for the stakes that could 
be carded under the original breeders’ 
bill—would be paid by the tracks. In the 


smoke-filled rooms of Springfield and 
Chicago, where politicians, track oper- 
ators, racing commissioners, and certain 
breeders got together, drastic changes 
were made in the Neistein bill. 


This bill would have provided for 2 
races a week in 1960, at least 3 races a 
week in 1961. and at least 4 races a week 
beginning in 1962. Purse money was to 
come from the breeders fund, which would 
have left little money for stakes. The bill 
also provided that “every other of the 
aforesaid races shall be conditioned ex- 
clusively for Illinois-bred and _ foaled 
horses.” Thus, 50 per cent of the races 
could be for horses conceived in Kentucky 
or elsewhere, and foaled in Illinois. Some 
breeders charged that a few wealthy men 
could breed mares to high-priced stallions 
and dominate the stakes program. It also 
was charged that the race tracks, which 
already had received a windfall when the 
ninth races were added (there had been 
3 a week previous to the passage of the 
breeders’ bill). would be getting a fat 
subsidy by having the state pay the purses 
for all the races proposed under the bill. 

So vociferous became the protests that 
this part of the Neistein bill was amended 
to provide for the 2-a-week program, purse 
money still to come from the breeders 
fund, but with only [llinois-conceived-and- 
foaled horses eligible from 1961 on. 

There were a few other changes in the 
amended bill: $25.000 will be allocated 
annually from the breeders fund for bet- 
less races for home-breds at state fairs; 
races for “I]linoiseowned” horses will not 
qualify under the program; a breeder of 
an “I]linois-bred” horse may live out-of- 
state and still receive the 10 per cent 
breeders award.

Oceanport. The first 5 weeks of the 
Monmouth Park meeting had been finan- 
cially uplifting. Attendance had held its 
own and the play at the windows had 
shown an increase of 4 per cent over last 
season. 


Artistically, the meeting was something 
else. Stakes races had been drawing short 
fields of mediocre caliber. Intentionally. 
Sword Dancer, Silver Spoon. Manassas, 
Pantene. Big Effort. Dotted Line. and a 
dozen others in the top echelon simply 
were not on hand. 


General manager Edward J. Brennan’s 
favorite axiom through his lengthy career 
as racing secretary and GM at points all 
over the U. S.. had been. “Gauge the suc- 
cess of your meeting by the class of horses 
which run, and not by the amount of 
money bet.” Frankly, he wasn’t too happy 
with the current meeting. 

Suddenly, in one short week. even Bren- 
nan could begin calling the session a suc- 
cess. Silver Spoon, after her unsatisfactory 
grapple with a deep track at Delaware 
Park, had surprised even Monmouth of- 
ficials by shipping in. Then young Elliott 
Burch phoned to ask what weight Sword 
Dancer had been assigned by racing secre- 
tary John Turner Jr. for the $100,000 
Monmouth Handicap, and when he was 
told 120 pounds, he said he and his colt 
would be on their way in the morning. 

Sword Dancer would be conceding 
weight by the scale to his older opponents. 
but he still would be carrying 6 pounds 
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3 days later Dunce 


won the Arlington Classic. 
less than if he stayed in New York for the 
Dwyer Handicap at Jamaica against his 
contemporaries. 

Silver Spoon’s trainer. Bob Wheeler. 
wanted none of the battle against older 
fillies and mares in the Delaware Hand- 
icap, and made his objective the $59.000 
Monmouth Oaks on August 1. 

On Friday. July 24. Silver Spoon went 
against 4 other Oaks eligibles in a final 
conditioner at a mile and a_ sixteenth. 
One of her opponents was Mrs. Mary 
Keim’s Indian Maid. which had set all the 
pace in the Delaware Oaks. Another was 
Perne L. Grissom’s Royal N&tive. an ex- 
ceptionally fast one which had never raced 
farther than three-quarters of a mile. 

Kenny Noe. the trainer of Royal Native. 
who had raised several eyebrows when he 
nominated his filly for the Oaks. had 
raised a few more when he said he fully 
intended to start her in the race. and then 
had rocked the regulars who gather every 
morning in the Monmouth administration 
building lounge by proclaiming flatly. and 
seriously, that he thought Royal Native 
would win it. Silver Spoon and Indian 
Maid notwithstanding. 

In the mile and a sixteenth warmup. 
Silver Spoon got home a length in front. 
and to cosmopolites from the northeast 
who had never before seen her she made 
it look like a rather clever victory. Jockey 
Bill Boland. however, shed some light. 

“Tt wasn’t as easy as it might have 
looked.” Boland said. ‘“That’s just her 
way of going. I hit her twice at the 
eighth-pole. but I don’t think it helped 
or hurt. Good horses know what to do 
without having to be reminded. It wasn’t 


do-or-die at the end, but I think she was 
doing about as well as she could. 

“She’s just so good a filly that she 
makes herself look good in winning. This 
still wasn’t as fast a track as she likes 
because of all the rain here the past week.” 


Royal Native had been in front to the 
stretch before giving way in the final 
eighth and winding up third. beaten a 
length and three-quarters. Noe was more 
than satisfied. 

“T thought she ran a grand race.” he 
said. “I’m more convinced than ever that 
she can run a distance. If the track (of- 
ficially good) had been a fast one. I'd 
have told Sam (Boulmetis) to open up a 
couple more lengths. Yes. I feel real good 
about her chances in the Oaks.” 

A day later, Sword Dancer was much 
the best in the Monmouth Handicap. al- 
though the actual running of the mile and 
a quarter gave his backers some anxiety. 
The most anxious of these must have been 
the unidentified bettor who assured Mon- 
meuth of a minus pool for the fourth time 
this summer by plunging $60,000 into the 
show pool on the Brookmeade colt. It was 
the first time this dime-for-a-dollar party 
had chanced a field of anything over 6 
horses. 

Sword Dancer and Willie Shoemaker 
were behind what seemed to be an impene- 
trable wall of horses from mid-way in the 
backstretch to the run for home. Shoe- 
maker waited and waited. until there 
seemed no possible way for him to make 
up the ground, even if he could get 
through. but turning for home a peep of 
light opened inside of *Amerigo. Sword 
Dancer exploded through the opening and 
was the winner from that moment on. 
Howard Grant's claim of foul in behalf of 
*Amerigo was unavailing. 

“T never thought he’d make it.” said 
Burch in wonderment as he looked at the 
stoic Shoemaker astride Sword Dancer in 
the winner’s circle. 

“All I wanted was an opening.” said 
Shoemaker. “He was going real easy all 
the way. and I knew if we could get 
through. he’d have no trouble.” 

Next stop for Sword Dancer. Burch 
said. would be Saratoga. His next race 
would be the Travers Stakes on August 
22. at a mile and a quarter for 3-year-olds. 
The trainer. of course, reserved the right 
to change his mind and run him sooner. 
In that case he would consider the Brook- 
lyn Handicap, on closing day at Jamaica, 
or the Saratoga Handicap. a week before 
the Travers.

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but they did not go as an entry. Since 
Find is owned by Alfred Vanderbilt and 
Whodunit by Mrs. Jan Burke, stewards 
uncoupled them for wagering purposes. 

The Sunset. last and longest stakes of 
the Hollywood Park meeting, lured a 
getaway-day crowd of 39.681, and fans 
made Find an even-money favorite in the 
field of 8. The gallant 9-year-old gelding. 
one of the top-class horses of his era, was 
fresh from a whale of a race against 
Hillsdale in the Hollywood Gold Cup, 
which he lost by only a length after 
leading to the sixteenth-pole. 

Find gave them a run for their money 
this day. too, but the old gentleman grew 
weary in the stretch and finished third. 
The winner was the other half of Win- 
frey's team, Whodunit. which roared 
through on the rail to catch Elmendorf’s 
*Day Court 50 yards from the wire. His 
time for the mile and 5 furlongs was 
2:4045. far below the world record of 
2:3815. set by Swaps in winning the 1956 
renewal. but it equaled Man o’ War’s old 
record for the distance. 

The mystery of the Sunset was not 
Whodunit. but how Winfrey managed to 
do it. Whodunit’s triumph marked the 
third time the genial trainer had won the 
Sunset. Bill, who has developed such great 
horses as Native Dancer, Next Move, and 
Bed O’ Roses, won the Sunset for the first 
time in 1955 with Social Outcast, and re- 
peated in 1957 with Find. For those who 
like to play numbers, Winfrey has taken 
the Sunset on the odd years. 

Terrang. with Johnny Longden in the 
saddle, tried to make a runaway of the 
Sunset. He led for more than a mile, but 
was never able to shake Find. Going into 
the far turn for the second time, Find 
moved up for his big bid, but as he did 
*Day Court also rushed into contention. 

Mid-way around the far turn, Find 
shoved his head to the front, but *Day 
Court, moving powerfully on the outside, 
took command with a quarter-mile to go. 
Find hung on gamely until the eighth- 
pole, then tired, and *Day Court began 
reaching out for the wire. He looked the 
winner until Whodunit, which had saved 
ground along the rail on the turn, began 
picking up horses in the stretch. He 
caught Find easily. and, still hugging the 
rail, took aim on *Day Court. Fifty yards 
from the wire he had the lead, drawing 
away slowly in the closing strides to win 
by half a length. Whodunit’s share of the 
purse was $63,700. 

When it was all over. the most surprised 
—and happiest—person at Hollywood 
Park was jockey Ray York, who rode the 
winner. Ray has had better seasons and, 
in fact, he was beginning to worry about 
the lack of winners. When he came back 
to the stands with Whodunit, York threw 
his arms around the horse’s neck, and 
gave him a big hug for his grand _ per- 
formance. 
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“I feel badly that Find did not run a 
better race.” Winfrey said after the Sun- 
set. “but Whodunit is by *Princequillo. 
and can run all day. I had an idea that 
the Sunset might be his big race of the 
meeting.” 

Next day Winfrey shipped Find to Del 
Mar. where he probably would be the 
horse to beat in most of the big stakes. 
Whodunit was slated to depart by plane 
for the East. Winfrey felt that New York 
and New Jersey offered more opportun- 
ities for a horse of Whodunit’s route-run- 
ning capabilities. 

The final figures for Hollywood’s 55- 
day meeting reflected another fabulous 
season. Total attendance was 1.660.609. 
which was a drop of 2.3 per cent. yet 
still large enough to assure Hollywood 
Park the honor of being the leading track 
in the U. S. in attendance for the eighth 
time in the last 9 years. Daily average 
attendance was 30,193. 

Total wagering was $130,619,702, for a 
daily average of $2,374,903 and an in- 
crease of 7.25 per cent over a year ago. 

With attendance down slightly and 
wagering up. the difference was in the 
per capita betting, which showed a gain 
of 9.78 per cent. In 1958, the daily aver- 
age was $71.65; in 1959, it was $78.66. 


On to Del Mar 


The wave of prosperity extended to 
Del Mar, which opened 2 days later before 
an inaugural crowd of 9.558 who wagered 
$728,522 on the 9-race card. Both the 
turnstile count and the handle were new 
week-day records for a Del Mar opening. 

Del Mar is always one of the nicest 
stops along the California circuit. Always 
delightfully informal, Del Mar may en- 
liven some of its racing this summer by 
using the grass course. The ‘green stuff 
is sprouting luxuriantly in the infield, and 
president Donald B. Smith and assistant 
Eddie Read hope to stage a few races over 
the infield course soon.

Enzedder in Kentucky 


*Aboukir. a 77-year-old New Zealand- 
bred horse by Gold Nib—Egyptian Rose. 
by Iliad, has arrived at the Hess Brothers’ 
farm. Lexington, where he will enter the 
stud in 1960. Fred Calvin and John Byrne. 
who owned the horse in Australia, will re- 
tain a half-interest, and the remaining 
half-interest will be syndicated. Fifteen 
shares. at $1.500 each, are being offered 
for sale. 

Racing in Australia, *Aboukir won 15 
of 54 starts and earned £20.605.. At 2 he 
won the Marybyrnong Plate and Cannon- 


bury Stakes and 2 other races in 7 starts. 
receiving third-highest weight of 126 
pounds in the Free Handicap. At 3 he won 
the one-mile Queensland Guineas, the 11.- 
mile Canterbury Guineas, and the 7-fur- 
long Doomben Stakes. As an older horse 
he was restricted primarily to sprint races, 
and all of his victories at 4 and 5 were 
at 6 and 7 furlongs. 

Gold Nib. a son of Dastur, was bred in 
England. where he placed in the Middle 
Park Stakes and the Two Thousand 
Guineas. He has been the leading sire of 
2-year-olds in New Zealand 5 times. Egyp- 
tian Rose won 7 races. including the New 
Zealand Middle Park Plate, and has pro- 
duced the winners Adios and Valiant 
Queen. 


Death of *Piping Rock 


The 22-year-old stallion *Piping Rock 
died on July 21 at Dr. F. A. O’Keefe’s 
Pine Brook Farm, Warrenton, Va. Cause 
of death was a twisted intestine. 

By Fairway out of the good race mare 
Eclair, *Piping Rock was a brother to 
Lady Electra and a_ half-brother to 
*Khaled. He raced 6 times in England at 
2 and 3, finishing second in the National 
Breeders’ Produce Stakes and the Haydock 
Derby Trial Stakes, then was brought to 
the U. S., where he won the 2-mile Dain- 
gerfield Handicap as a 4-year-old in 1941. 

*Piping Rock’s best performer was the 
high-class sprinter Squared Away, which 
earned $255.145 during his long career. 
Other stakes winners by *Piping Rock 
were Imperium, Indus, Pipette, Wisen- 
heimer, Dark Peter, and Crag. The horse’s 
get earned a total of $1,797,535 for an 
earnings index of 1.48 at the end of 1958.

The durable race mare Dini produced 6 foals 
for Mrs. Jan Burke, and all were winners, including 
Who Dini, 1948, by *Hypnotist II, and Dedicate, 
1952, by *Princequillo. Who Dini’s first foal, in 
1954, was by Devil Diver, after which she, too, was 
sent to *Princequillo, and the result of this 
mating was Whodunit, foaled May 18, 1955, at 
Claiborne Farm, Paris, Ky. 

Whodunit got no closer than fourth in 4 starts 
at 2, and he beat only average runners at the 
shorter distances during the first half of his 3-year- 
old season. Last fall, however, he proved himself a 
capable performer at 1% miles or more. He was 
a fast-closing fifth, beaten 1% lengths, in the 1%- 
mile Discovery Handicap, fourth in the 15-mile 
Lawrence Realization, and second, beaten a head by 
the older Admiral Vee, in the 15s-mile Gallant 
Fox Handicap. 

This winter at Santa Anita Park, Whodunit was 
unplaced in his 3 stakes attempts, and he was 
eighth to Hillsdale in the one-mile Argonaut Handi- 
cap at Hollywood Park on June 6. A week later, 
however, he won an overnight handicap, and on 
June 25 he ran Dark Trust to a nose decision in 
the 1%-mile Cortez Handicap. He was unable to 
keep up in the Hollywood Gold Cup, and for the 
15s-mile Sunset Handicap he was an outsider at 
13-1. Find was an even-money choice. 

Worshiper, Terrang, and Find had_ the 
Worshiper dropped back after 1% miles, Terrang 
slowed down at the top of the stretch, and Find 
surrendered to *Day Court at the eighth-pele 
Whodunit, which had saved ground on the rail

Against top-drawer competition Endine, though 
not a consistent performer, has become one of the 
leading money-winning mares in training. Unraced 
at 2 because of ankle trouble, Endine won 2 of 13 
starts at 3, and early in her 4-year-old season she 
once ran for $10,000. She won 3 overnight races, 
and trainer Henry Clark ran her in the 1958 New 
Castle Stakes, in which she was third to Alanesian 
and Mlle. Dianne. She then scored a surprise vic- 
tory in the rich Delaware Handicap one week 
later, earning $106,875. 

After the Delaware last year Endine was second 
in the Diana Handicap before turning in dull per- 
formances in the Maskette and Beldame Handi- 
caps. She came back to win the Ladies Handicap, 
worth $37,165, then was a disappointing ninth in 
the Vineland Handicap. This year she had won an 
overnight race at Belmont Park on May 22 and 
had finished second in the Top Flight and Stymie 
Handicaps. At Delaware Park, she had run 3 poor 
races in a row, finishing eighth to Better Bee in 
the Diamond State Stakes, fifth to stablemate 
Tempted in an allowance race, and tenth to Tempted 
in the New Castle Stakes. For the Delaware Handi- 
cap she and Tempted were 32-10.

Walter Morrison Jeffords, who will be 76 years 
old on August 18, has been interested in horses 
since he was a young man. He was an avid fox- 
hunter during his youth, and for the last 40 years 
he has raced a powerful stable at Eastern tracks. 
In 1920 he joined with the late Samuel D. Riddle 
in the purchase of Faraway Farm, Lexington, and 
through 1958 he had bred 58 stakes winners, 13 
of which had earned more than $100,000, including 
Pavot, One Count, Kiss Me Kate, Post Card, 
Natchez, Mars, Adile, and Snow Goose. Among 
the best of the others were Scapa Flow, Boatswain, 
Firethorn, Edith Cavell, Wand, Creole Maid, and 
Yildiz. 

One of the first mares Jeffords acquired was 
Bel Agnes, a sister to the good horse Peanuts. 
Unplaced at 2, the only year she raced, Bel Agnes 
in 1927 dropped the stakes winner Good as Gold, 
and in 1932 she produced Judy O'Grady, one of 
the best fillies of her generation, although she 
never became a stakes winner. Judy O'Grady pro- 
duced 6 foals: Aunt Chaney, which produced 
Chanlea for Calumet Farm; Irish Nora, dam of 
Kiss Me Kate, the best filly Jeffords has owned 
in recent years; Blue Denim, dam of 6 stakes win- 
ners; and Westminster and Snow 
racers.

Snow Goose’s first 5 foals included the stakes- 
placed Gannet and Locust Time, and her sixth 
foal, dropped at Faraway on March 17, 1957, was 
Merganser, a Pavot colt inbred to Man o’ War. 

In his first start, a 5%4-furlong race for maidens 
at Delaware Park on July 13, Merganser won 
easily by 3% lengths. For his second effort trainer 
Oscar White, who has conditioned Jeffords’ horses 
for more than 30 years, selected the Dover Stakes. 
A 9-10 favorite, Merganser was second to Penowa 
Rullah most of the way, then rallied strongly in 
the last furlong to win by a neck. 

Merganser is the 13th stakes winner sired by 
Pavot, which stands at Faraway. Unbeaten in 8 
starts at 2, Pavot won the 1945 Belmont Stakes, 
and he eontinued to rank among the leaders of 
his division at 4, retiring with

After Atoll began the 1959 season with an easy 
victory in the 6-furlong Swift Stakes and a_hard- 
earned score in the 1;'3-mile Gotham Stakes, it 
was decided to prepare him for the spring classics. 
He was sixth in the Wood Memorial and ninth in 
the Kentucky Derby, after being close up early 
in both races, then ran the worst race of his 
career in the one-mile Withers, finishing last in 
the field of 13. Trainer Raymond Metcalf rested 
him for 6 weeks, and on July 6 Atoll came back 
to dead-heat with Outline in a 6-furlong race at 
Monmouth Park. For the Lamplighter Handicap, 
Atoll was high-weighted with 122 pounds and 
favored at 11-10. 

Breaking on the outside of an 8-horse field, 
Atoll attained a clear lead on the first turn, re- 
pulsed Rare Rice’s challenge on the backstretch, 
and beat Im Willing by 3% lengths. On a slow 


track the time was 1:45, 4% seconds faster than 
the only other 1;j-mile race on the program. 

Atoll was bred by the Four Way Ranch of H. 
George Schneider and Cecil R. Haden, for whom 
he won the Myles Standish and Remsen Stakes and 
finished second in the Great American, Cowdin, 
and Mayflower Stakes last year at 2. He received 
120 pounds in the Experimental Free Handicap, 
sixth-highest weight. 

Early in January Schneider and Haden sold 
Atoll for a reported $100,000 to the Elkcam Stable 
of Robert, Elliott, and Frank Mackle, Florida real 
estate developers, and Lou Chesler, a business asso- 
ciate of the Mackles. The Swift was the colt’s 
first start for his new owners. 

Atoll is the sixth stakes winner by *Flushing 
II, which stands at L. P. Doherty’s Stallion Sta- 
tion, Lexington. Coral Island, unplaced in’ her 
only start, has one other foal of racing age, a 2- 
year-old filly by Dulat. Pedigree and family par-

From 1916 to 1949 the late A. B. Hancock Sr. 


bred 112 stakes winners in his own name and 9 
others in partnership, including the Kentucky 
Derby winner Jet Pilot. Late in 1949 the master 
of Claiborne Farm suffered a stroke, and the 
next year his son, A. B. Hancock Jr., took over 
management of the farm. In the last 9 years 18 
stakes winners have been bred under the name of 
Claiborne Farm, including Doubledogdare, Round 
Table, and Nadir. 

And then there was Dunce. Hancock and trainer 
Moody Jolley held the son of Tom Fool in high 
regard early last year, when he won 2 races in a 
row at Arlington Park, but he proved not quite 
equal to the task when matched against division 
leaders, finishing second in the Arlington Futurity, 
third in the Belmont Futurity, and fifth in the 
Washington Park Futurity. At the end of the year 
Jolley still had confidence in the colt, calling him 
“the best 2-year-old I ever trained.” Frank E. 
Kilroe assigned Dunce 123 pounds, third to First 
Landing (128) and *Tomy Lee (126), in the Ex- 
perimental Free Handicap. F 

In Florida Dunce placed in 3 overnight races. 
At Keeneland he ran poorly on April 9, but came 
back with 2 top efforts, running On-and-On to a 
nose decision at 6 furlongs in 1:09%6 and _finish- 
ing a half-length behind *Tomy Lee in the Blue 
Grass Stakes. These promising races were followed 
by defeats in the Kentucky Derby, Preakness, Jer- 
sey Stakes, and Belmont Stakes. 

After the Belmont, in which he was beaten 31 
lengths, Dunce was sent to Arlington Park, where 
on July 15 he won an exhibition race against 
Namon and Coltrane by 7 lengths. It was 
a sharp effort, but the Chicago bettors figured 
that he would be no match in the one-mile Arling- 
ton Classic against Intentionally, a 2-5 choice. 

Fightin Indian set the pace for a half-mile, then 
gave way to On-and-On. Dunce began slowly, and 
with a quarter-mile to go he was 9 lengths behind 
the Calumet colt and 7 behind Intentionally, which 
had moved to second. He gained 7 lengths in the

Paris. The most important tests for 3- 
year-olds and up in July are the Grand 
Prix de St. Cloud (won by Herbager. as 
already reported). the Eclipse Stakes, and 
the King George VI and Queen Elizabeth 
Stakes. Three-year-olds won the first 2 of 
these international tests, and older horses 
predominated in the other, but no horse 
was a starter in more than one of the 
races. 

Half a dozen 3-year-olds were opposed 
to 3 4-year-olds in the 114-mile Eclipse 
Stakes at Sandown Park July 11. Repre- 
senting Baron G. de Waldner’s French- 
trained stable were the 3- and 4-year-old 
full brothers Javelot and Vif Argent (Fast 
Fox—Djaina, by Djebel). They made an 
effective team, and missed the victory 
only narrowly. 

Vif Argent made the running and put 
up strong resistance when attacked by 
Prince Aly Khan’s Saint Crespin in the 
last quarter. Javelot waited in last place 
until they had gone a mile, then moved 
up strongly and landed his attack in the 
last 100 yards, just as St. Crespin was get- 
ting the advantage of the 4-year-old. St. 


ABROAD 


Crespin (121) held on stoutly to win by 
a neck and Javelot (114) was a half- 
length ahead of Vif Argent (126). Two 
lengths farther back in fourth place was 
Duplex (3. 114), ahead of the Irish Derby 
winner Fidalgo (3, 121), Timmer (126). 
Restoration (133). Thymus (3, 121). and 
Captain Kidd (3, 121).

Ascot July 18, included 4 3-year-olds, 
none of which was placed. The 2-1 favor- 
ite was Alcide (Alycidon—Chenille, by 
King Salmon), winner of last year’s St. 
Leger and narrowly beaten by Wallaby in 
the 1959 Gold Cup. Making a great run 
in the last furlong, he got the lead 150 
yards out and won by two lengths from the 
1958 Gold Cup winner, John McShain’s 
excellent Irish-bred mare Gladness (Saya- 
jirao—Bright Lady. by April the Fifth). 
George Wildenstein’s French-trained Balbo 
(Apple Pie—Blue Bottle, by Blue Moon) 
was third, three-quarters of length far- 
ther away. 

After the first 3, the order of finish 
was Cantelo, Orsini, Pindari, Al Mabsoot, 
Mirnaya, Chief II, Wallaby, Amourrou. 
The German 5-year-old Orsini made the 
pace until he was mastered by Balbo in 
the straight. Wallaby presumably will re- 
turn to form later, but he will not have 
another chance at Alcide, which will not 
run again. 

Alcide was bred by his owner, Sir Hum- 
phrey de Trafford, who, after a long 
career in racing, is having his best year.

ard. Up to the end of May this truism 
was borne out in no uncertain manner 
and the final nail appeared to have been 
hammered home when the older horses 
Sedan and Alipio slammed their younger 
opponents in the 114-mile Premio Presi- 
dente della Repubblica. Fortunately, Dr. 
Carlo Vittadini’s Exar and Allevamento 
Alpe Ravetta’s filly Feria emerged from 
comparative obscurity to redress the bal- 
ance, and plans are already being made 
for both to take on Europe’s best in the 
international events this fall. 

When the season opened, interest cen- 
tered around 7 of the first 10 top-weighted 
juveniles of the previous year. They were 
the Mantova Stable’s colt Rio Marin (149 
pounds); the Razza Dormello-Olgiata’s 
trio, De-Voos (143). Turner (138), and 
the filly Bramantina (134); the Miani 
Stable’s Vestro (142); Dr. Guido Ber- 
ardelli’s Songkoi (141); and the Razza 
La Novella’s filly Ecate (136). 

De-Voos, a small bay son of *Toulouse 
Lautrec out of Dorotea Aromatari, had 
never convinced trainer Ugo Penco that 
he was more than ordinary, and he was 
given an early preparation to enable him 
to strike before the others were ready. The 
policy paid off, for De-Voos gave Dor- 
mello its fifth consecutive winner in the 
Premio Pisa, and a fortnight later he went 
on to win the Premio Firenze. His limita- 
tions showed up when he finished third in 


the Triennale and unplaced in the Premio 
Emanuele Filiberto, and he was sold out 
of the stable shortly afterwards. 

With a scarcity of material to represent 
the stable, Penco sent the filly Bramantina 
and the unraced Boucher to Rome for the 
first 2 classics. Bramantina (Blue Peter— 
Buonamica, by Niccolo Dell’Arca), sister 
to Botticelli and half-sister to Braque 
and Barbara Sirani, disappointed in her 
first race, when she was second to Azia, 
while Boucher, temperamental black son 
of Fiorello, won one race and was beaten 
in another. Penco packed up the stable 
and returned to Milan. 

After her defeat of Bramantina, Azia 
started a hot favorite for the Premio 
Elena (Italian One Thousand Guineas), 
but she could not act on the heavy going 
and finished last of 6 runners. The winner 
was the Aterno Stable’s Cesaproba, which 
won by a length from Ettore Tagliabue’s 
Princess Pa, with the Razza La Novella’s 
Ecate the same distance away in third 
place. Owner-bred, Cesaproba is a strong 
bay filly by Scai (Arco) out of Cantata, 
by Zliten from Capuana, by the Arc de 
Triomphe winner Crapom. Cesaproba 
never raced at 2 years, but this was her 
third success of the season in 3 starts. Not 
entered for the Oaks, she was later beaten 
by Altovia, which finished third in the 
Oaks. 

In the colts’ classic, the Premio Parioli, 
the Miani Stable’s Vestro confirmed his 


one-pound superiority over Songkoi as a 
juvenile by beating the bay son of *Tou- 
louse Lautrec by a nose after a tremend- 
ous struggle over the last 2 furlongs. The 
form, however, had very little to recom- 
mend it, since the third to finish was 
the filly Azia, and she was running on 
strongly. 2 lengths behind Songkoi. Owner- 
bred, Vestro is a plain bay by Pinacolo 
out of Vestale, by Moroni from Vivan- 
diera, by Golden Orb. 

Rio Marin fell from grace the first 
time he ran, when he was beaten by stable- 
mate Conte Verza and Chera in the Trien- 
nale on heavy going, but he retrieved the 
position somewhat when he won the 10- 
furlong Premio San Gottardo in front of 
Toukaram and Exar, which received 9 and 
5 pounds respectively. He started favorite 
in the 10-furlong Premio Emanuele Fili- 
berto, and his great speed in the middle 
part of the race enabled him to win by 
1% lengths from the stronger-finishing 
Palatino, Marino, and Toukaram, which 
were divided by a short head and a head. 
It was a sad reflection on the 1956 gener- 
ation that 4 of the first 5 horses to finish 
were foreign-bred. 

Rio Marin became the shaky leader of 
his generation when he scored a _three- 
quarter-length victory in the Derby, but 
had there been a genuine stayer in the 
field he would not have stood a chance. 
Once again forging to the front with 3 
furlongs to cover, he was just able to hang

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on after little Songkoi had almost wor- 
ried him out of the race 100 yards from 
the wire. Cremo was third, 4 lengths back 
and a length in front of Vestro in a mod- 
erate field of 12. Rio Marin, which is 
rather long in the back, is owner-bred. He 
is a slashing chestnut by champion sire 
Traghetto out of Cira, by Cranach from 
Cilea, by Sans Crainte (Sansovino). 


Nine fillies went to the post for the 
Oaks, with Bramantina favorite at 4 to 1 
on following her easy win in the Premio 
Prealpi over 9 furlongs. The extra 2 fur- 
longs of the Oaks was to be her downfall. 
She was beaten 21% lengths by the Razza 
La Giuggiola’s Feria, which had been 
beaten 3 lengths and a head by Braman- 
tina in the Prealpi when in receipt of 5 
pounds. Count Neni Da Zara’s Altovia 
was another 4 lengths away third in a 
field of 9. 


Feria, bred by her owner, did not race 
at 2 years. She is a bay by *Toulouse 
Lautrec out of the Oaks winner Feira de 
Rio, by Way In from Una Felina, by *Vez- 
zano from the Papyrus mare Ulricka 
Eleonora, dam of the Italian Derby win- 
ner Ugolino da Sienna. This was Feria’s 
last race in these colors. The Razza La 
Giuggiola held a dispersal sale on the 
day before the Gran Premio di Milano, 
and Feria was sold to the Allevamento 
Alpe Ravetta for $24,100. 

Meanwhile, last year’s 3-year-old cham- 
pion Sedan had won the Triennale and 
the Premio d’Aprile, beating Dormello’s 
4-year-old Malhoa on each _ occasion. 
Backed down to 10-1 on, Sedan received a 
shock in the Milan Gold Cup over 214 
miles. He was beaten 10 lengths by Dor- 
bello-Olgiata’s Tiepolo, which proved the 
stouter stayer in the mud. This was the 
first time Tiepolo had ever beaten Sedan. 
Tiepolo is a long-backed bay by Blue 
Peter out of the crack race nfare Trevis- 
ana. by Niccolo Dell’Arca. 

On the first occasion the sophomores met 
their elders, in the 114-mile Premio Presi- 
dente della Repubblica at Rome, they 
were disgraced. The race was almost a 
match between Sedan and the 6-year-old 
Alipio, a contemporary of Tissot and Bar- 
bara Sirani which had been off the track 
for 2 years owing to injury. Alipio just 
failed to catch Sedan by a head in a driv- 
ing finish. The Parioli winner Vestro was 
6 lengths back in third place, with Marino 
and Chemo fourth and fifth. Sedan, which 
put up the good time of 2:30745, is a bay 
by Prince Bio from the Oaks winner 
Staffa, by Orsenigo. 

Returning to the sophomores, Rio Mar- 
in started favorite for the 114-mile Gran 
Premio d'Italia, but he found the San Siro 
track far more severe than Rome and he 
was beaten 2 furlongs out, to finish fifth 
in a field of 9. The winner was the 33-1 
outsider Exar, which beat off the strong 
challenge of Marino to score by three- 
quarters of a length, with the Razza Dor- 


mello-Olgiata’s Boucher another half a 
length away third and a length in front 
of Toukaram. Many considered this result 
a false one, but Exar proved himself the 
best of his age a fortnight later when he 
slammed the best horses in Italy.

Exar, which did not run at 2 years, cost 
$5,000 at the Doncaster yearling sales in 
1957. After winning in his debut at the 
Capannelle in March, he ran 2 bad races 
and showed a return to form when he won 
the Premio Ambrosiano from the Dormello 
4-year-old Malhoa, which was giving him 
chunks of weight. Exar lacks brilliant 
speed, but he can keep up a tremendous 
gallop, and he has won his last 2 races in 
the style of a high-class stayer. 


Feria showed what a tough filly she is 
when she took on the colts Boucher, 
Orano, Firebird, and Pontormo in the 
114-mile Premio Principe Amedeo a fort- 
night later. None of the colts had run in 
the Milano, and the field was completed 
by Conte Verza and the filly N’Aimez 
que Moi. Appearing to have little chance 
at the distance, Feria came through with 
a devastating run to win by half a length 
from Orano, with Firebird third and the 
gay deceiver Boucher fourth. 

The Italian breeding industry was hon- 
ored by a visit by H. M. The Queen Mother 
Elizabeth and H. R. H. Princess Margaret 
in April to the Marchese Incisa’s farm at 
Olgiata on the outskirts of Rome. Princi- 
pal objects of the visit were Ribot and 
Braque, and we mourn the passing of the 
latter, which died 6 weeks later after an 
attack of colic. A great race horse, 
Braque was born under an unlucky star. 
He suffered during all his racing career 
from a shrunken shoulder muscle, and 
only his great heart and the skill and 
patience of Ugo Penco ever got him to 
a race track. Considering the margins by 
which he used to win his races, even 
though physically handicapped, he must 
have been very little behind his illustrious 
stablemate Ribot.
